DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17 and 31-32, are drawn to a method of L-focolin dependent 
activation of the lectin pathway, classified in class 436, subclass 501, for 
example. 

II. Claims 20-21 , are drawn to a method for identifying an L-ficolin 
abnormality, classified in class 435, subclass 7.21, for example. 

III. Claims 22-30, are drawn to a method for detecting gram positive bacteria, 
classified in class 435, subclass 5, for example. 

IV. Claims 34-51 , are drawn to kits, classified in class 422, subclass 61 , for 
example. 

2. Inventions I, II, III, and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions are directed to different effects, have diverse modes of 
operation and designs. 

More specifically, the method of invention I is drawn to L-focolin activation of the 
lectin pathway wherein an L-ficolin lectin pathway activation complex is contacted with 
LTA. In the method of invention II, L-ficolin abnormality is measured by contacting LTA 
with blood/serum. 
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The method of invention III is drawn to the detection of gram positive bacteria 
wherein a bacterium is contacted with L-ficolin complex. The methods utilize 
independent and distinct reagents. The methods have diverse method steps. Therefore 
restriction is proper. 

3. It is recognized that although the search for the inventions may overlap they are 
not totally co-extensive, where the search for one would fully encompass the search for 
the others. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Inventions l-IV are not mutually inclusive (i.e. the search for one 
invention is not required for the other inventions) restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Please note that the classifications in 
the restriction are illustrative only and do not represent all the classes and subclasses 
which must be searched for each invention; nor is the search limited to issued US 
patents, but rather includes foreign patents and applications as well as literature 
searches. 
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5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent 

subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

6. The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

7. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is 
the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention.
